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““And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.’ Acts 2:1. ‘And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 
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The Souls John Saw Under the Altar 


HAVE chosen for a lesson a portion 
of the sixth chapter of Revelation, 
beginning at the ninth verse: 

‘And when he had opened the fifth 
seal, I saw under the altar the souls of 
them that were slain for the Word of 
God, and for the testimony which they 
held: And they cried with a loud voice, 
saying, How long, O Lord, holy and 
true, dost thou not judge and avenge 
our blood on them that dwell on the 
earth? And white robes were given unto 
every one of them, and it was said unto 
them, that they should rest yet for a lit- 
tle season, until their fellowservants also 
and their brethren, that should be killed 
as they were, should be fulfilled.” 

This text in its setting is in the tribu- 
lation week but it proves the existence 
of the soul after death. 

First, we want to notice this great al- 
tar. John saw under the altar the souls 
of the martyrs. This is all the proof 
needed that human souls exist after their 
bodies are dead. It is not surprising that 
these souls were near or under the altar, 
for it was upon the altar that they gave 
their lives for Jesus Christ. With eyes 
of flesh we do not see the great Church 
altar, but John was in the Spirit and he 
saw connected with the Church that 
great ALTAR that represents the sacri- 
fice made by Christ and those made 
by every suffering saint whether it be in

labor, the giving of means, or the giv- 
ing of lives for Christ. The cross on 
which Jesus died has become historical, 
but the Holy Ghost can help us see con- 
nected with the Church a real altar, on 
which we daily sacrifice. That altar of 
the Old Testament that was ever before 
the Jewish tabernacle, the Church in the 
wilderness (Acts 7:38), was a shadow 
or type of the ALTAR which is eternally 
connected with the Church of the New 
Testament. We must not, therefore, 
think that because Jesus dies no more, we 
do not have the altar, for on it daily we 
make our offerings in praise, prayer, suf- 
fering, and sacrifice in so many ways. 


“And they were slain for the Word 
of God.” The souls under the altar will 
be slain. Just think how they love the 
Word of God. It is wonderful, thank 
God, that over fifty-three million saints 
so loved the Book of God that they have 
died for it, but it is woefully pitiful that 
so few love it enough today to study it. 
There is a Bible in nearly every home in 
our land, but few love to really study it 
and not a great number even read it. 
Jesus said, “Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my word shall not pass away” 
(Matt. 24:35). We have the Bible here 
and we will be judged by it. “In the day 
when God shall judge the secrets of men 
by Jesus Christ, according to my gospel” 
(Rom, 2:16). Since we are to be judged 


by the Book, it is very necessary to know 
and live its teachings. We should love 
the Bible because it is God’s Word and 
message to the world. Through it God 
has revealed His will and love to us. It 
is the limped stream that flows from His 
great heart into ours, filling our lives 
with the salvation waters which give per- 
petual and eternal youth to all souls 
thirsting after God enough to do His 
will. These souls under the altar were 


slain for the Word of God. 


Second, they were also martyred for 
the testimony which they held. Jesus 
Christ loved the world and died for it, 
and I thank God that His love and death 
were not in vain, for by it He has won 
the hearts of millions who in appreciation 
for what He has done, have likewise giv- 
en their hearts to Him and their lives for 
Him. It is a great pleasure to preach the 
gospel and bear testimony for Christ 
when there is no opposition, but there are 
not so many who will be faithful when 
they know it means death. According to 
history, there have already been over fif- 
ty-three million who testified to the gos- 
pel of Christ when they knew it meant 
martyrdom. Such faithfulness must bring 
great rejoicing in heaven. O dear souls, if 
we willingly suffer for Chris, we are 
worthy to reign with Him. Thank the 
Lord. Many of us have such an easy time,

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The Rock of a Sure Foundation

There are many ways that man_ has 
planned to get to heaven, but there isn’t 
but one way that will take him through 
safely to the beautiful shore. That way 
is for us to build upon the rock Christ 
Jesus. 


In Matt. 7:24, 25 Jesus tells us of two 
men who built them a house. The wise 
man dug down and built upon a rock. 
The storms descended and beat upon that 
house and it fell not for it was founded 
upon a rock. Another man built his house 
upon the sand. The storm came also upon 
that house and it fell and great was the 
fall of it. Jesus tells us this wise man is 
one who regrets His word and the man 
that built on the sand is the man that 
didn’t regard His words and passed them 
up lightly and said, It doesn’t make any 
difference; just so our intention is good. 

Let’s see if that is so. Jesus said unto 
the devil, ‘Man can not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that proceedth 
out of the mouth of God.” Oh, how fool- 
ish some people are to think that they 
can get by and leave off a great portion 
of His words. 


This rock is Jesus and by keeping His 
words we are building upon this rock. 
In Psalms we see where David cried 
out, “When my heart is overwhelmed:

I.” Prov. 24:7 tells us wisdom is too high 
for a fool. In 1 Cor. 1:30 we find that 
Christ Jesus, who of God is made unto 
us wisdom, and righteousness, and sanc- 
tification, and redemption. Now the 
man that built his house on the sand rep- 
resents the class of people that is carried 
away with the doctrines of men instead 
of Christ. Paul said, “For other founda- 
tion can no man lay than that is laid, 
which is Jesus Christ. Every man’s work 
shall be made manifest: (in other words 
shall be made known) ..... shall be 
revealed by fire; and the fire shall try 
every man’s work of what sort it is,” ° 
Cor. 3:11, 13, Matt. 21:42, “Jesus saith 
unto them, Did ye never read in the 
scriptures, The stone which the builders 
rejected, the same is become the head of 
the corner?” The rock or stone signi- 
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fies being solid or firm. If Jesus could be 
turned about just to suit every man’s 
opinion, we couldn’t put any faith in 
Him, but because He is firm and un- 
moveable we can put our faith in Him 
to the greatest extent. Jesus’ words, 
“Heaven and earth shall pass away, but 
my words shall not pass away,” goes to 
prove that His Word will never be al- 
tered.

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THE DUTY OF PASTORS 

1 Peter 5:2, ‘Feed the flock of God 
which is among you, taking the oversight 
thereof, not by cunstraint, but willingly; 
not for filthy lucre, but of a_ ready 
mind.” 

First, a pastor, after prayer and wait- 
ing on God, should know that he is in 
the will of God in taking the oversight 
of the flock. He certainly should not take 
it for the money that is paid. A pastor 
should be supported, but when preachers 
take a place because it is a good paying 
place and fail to pray as they should and 
get the leadings of the Lord, they cer- 
tainly are out of divine order, for our 
text says they should take the oversight 
willingly. When one feels that he is in 
the will of God he can then be assured 
that God’s blessings will be upon him.

HIS RELATIONSHIP TO THE FLOCK 

There is no relationship more solemn 
and important than that that exists be- 
tween the minister and his flock. It 
should be a spiritual relationship. It is a 
dignified relationship. It is a deep re- 
sponsibility to have the care of souls.

I believe if min- 
isters are in the divine will of God the 
Lord will see to it that they are sup- 
ported. There are too many today who 
are serving for the loaves and fishes. Now 
this is a hard saying, nevertheless it is 
true, and when men enter the ministry 
and make this their goal, they are out of 
divine order. His reward will be given 
him when the Chief Shepherd appears.

THE LORD’S SECOND ADVENT 

When the Lord comes in mid-air to 
catch away those who have been faithful, 
He will then confer the reward to those 
who have labored for Him. There will be 
a crown of glory given to those who have 
been faithful. Not a crown of thorns like 
our Savior wore, but a crown of glory 
that fadeth not away. Shepherds who 
have served the Lord for the sole pur- 
pose of being a blessing, and _ labored 
faithfully for the flock, will receive their 
crown of reward, “for if we suffer with 
him we shall also reign with him.” So if 
we want to please God we must be meek 
and humble and ever ready to serve and 
love Him. 

The preacher should be a student of 
the Word, and after much prayer, his 
text should be selected for the sole pur- 
pose of feeding his flock. The pastor has

He should be 
so interested in his members that if one 
of them should be absent he should make 
inquiry about them and let them know 
he missed them.

The mid- 
week prayer meeting is for the member- 
ship to testify and exercise themselves and 
if they are given permission to have 
charge of this service it will be a great 
inspiration to them. I have always been 
sorry for a poor preacher who felt that 
he could preach at every service. It will 
hurt a pastor to show partiality among 
his members. In all these things if the 
pastor will be prayerful and careful he 
will retain the good will of his flock. 

The church should be in a prayerful 
mood and a spirit of revival should be 
ever present. He should have at least two 
or three revivals a year.

1 Thess. 5:12, 13, “And we beseech 
you, brethren, to know them which labo: 
among you, and are over you in the 
Lord, and admonish you; and to esteem 
them very highly in love, for their work’s 
sake. And be at peace among yourselves.” 

The laity of the church should know 
the one that is to watch for their souls. 
To know them means more than just 
acquaintance or personal recognition, It 
signifies that you are to acknowledge 
them as the servants of God and to ap- 
prove them as such and to receive them 
in their spiritual capacity and office as 
your teacher and counsellor, remember- 
ing that your pastor is the man of your 
choice, ar he should be. The church 
should certainly take a part in selecting 
their pastor and be allowed to have the 
man of their choice, then they will feel 
that this man has not been forced upon 
them by some parliament or presbytery. 
Your choice will signify your approval 
of him as a minister and will greatly aid 
in doing the work that God has placed 
upon him to do. The pastor is to have 
charge of your spiritual help, to labor and 
visit and advise you. His place is a deep 
place, an extensive place in your regards. 
He should be next to Christ with you. 
You should highly esteem him in love. 
An esteem without love is like the light 
of the moon, cold and will surely wane, 
but esteem with love is like the beams of 
the great orb of the day, cheering and 
delightful.

A FALSE REFUGE 


“Shall a man make gods unto himself, 
and they are no gods?” Jer. 16:20. 

“Who changed the truth of God into 
a lie, and worshipped and served the 
creature more than the Creator.” Rom. 
3:35. 

“This is life eternal, that they might 
know thee the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ, whom thou hast sent.” John 17: 
3s 

Satan, the great deceived, is very subtle 
in leading men astray. Soon he leads into 
open sin and rushes on to quick ruin. 
Others he ensnares with a blighting un- 
belief, or a constitutional weakness which 
admits pride, covetousness, indulgence of 
appetites, etc., all of which finally prove 
deadly to the soul, What does it matter to 
Satan, the means he may use, if only he 
may keep men in the darkness of sin and 
ultimately down them? 

But sinners often feel the need of a 
refuge. It may be from the direct preach- 
ing of the gospel, or some providence, 
the death of a friend, some serious mis- 
fortune, or a serious sickness. Their con- 
science is awakened and condemns their 
manner of living and they feel driven to 
seek relief. How sad that such impres- 
sions are often not deep and lasting, and 
the refuge sought proves a false one. 

1. Some merely reform. They give up, 
it may be, the most vicious and outstand- 
ing sins, as drink, profanity, dishonesty, 
etc. How fruitless to: remove one member 
of the body when the whole is hopeless- 
ly diseased? 

2. To live morally, outwardly good, is 
not sufficient. Husbands and _ wives 
might be pleasant and agreeable in the 
home, the children and young people un- 
der beautiful control, with good stand- 
ing in the neighborhood and the busi- 
ness world about them, all of which are 
good, but with all this they might be 
unbelievers and non-church-goers. Jesus 
said, “Ye must be born again.” 

3. A man might even have a profession 
of religion, join the church, believe its 
standards, principles and doctrines, and 
yet lack the everyday life of a Christian. 
“And he said to them all, If any man 
will come after me, let him deny him- 
self, and take up his cross daily, and 
follow me” (Luke 9:23). 

4. Some even lean on their liberality, 
in giving to the poor, and even to relig- 
ious and charitable purposes. “Though T 
bestow all my goods to feed the poor, etc.. 
and have not charity it profiteth me 


nothing” (1 Cor, 13). Such things might 
appeal to men who have no thought of 
going all the way with the Lord, and be- 
come a false refuge. 

5. A sort of reliance on the goodness 
of God. “He will not punish sin, He is 
too good. Ill risk it.” A forgetting of 
His truth, righteousness and purity. 
What a false refuge. How terrible when 
God shall sweep away the “refuge of 
lies,’ and men stand uncovered before 
the great Judge. “Give diligence to make 
your calling and election sure.” 2 Peter 
1:10.

There are things that are darker than 
the grave and sadder than death. There 
are spiritual situations; there are family 
troubles; there are business difficulties; 
there are catastrophes and _ calamities; 
there are needs and trials compared with 
which the tears of bereavement are 
sweet, and the darkness of the sepulchre 
is bright indeed. But thank God, we can 
meet these difficulties, these trials, these 
situations, these seeming impossibilities, 
and say, “Our trust is not in ourselves, 
but in God, who raiseth the dead, who 
delivered us from so great a death, who 
doth deliver, in whom we trust that He 
will yet deliver us.” This is our hope for 
the hour of fierce temptation, the time 
of sorrow and trial, the conflict with 
sickness and pain, the desperate cam- 
paign with the powers of darkness, as we 
go forth to save men and evangelize the 
world and bring in the coming of our 
Lord. 
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FAITH 

Faith is that principle by which men 
approach and know God, It is the realm 
in which He graciously bestows the 
blessings of His salvation. “But without 
faith it is impossible to please him: for 
he that cometh to God must believe that 
he is, and that he is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek him” (Heb. 11:6). 

1. The Christian’s life is called a fight 
of faith. “Fight the good fight of faith, 
lay hold on eternal life, whereunto thou 
art also called” (1 Tim. 6:12). Faith is 
the determining factor in the successful 
Christian life. 

2. Faith is the avenue into the grace of 
God whereby we are saved. Through the 
Lord Jesus “we have access by faith into 
this grace wherein we stand” (Rom. 5: 
2). Many seek good feeling, but the com- 
mand is “believe and thou shalt be 
saved.” 

3. Faith is the procuring cause for all 
the blessing provided for us. “Jesus said 
unto him, If thou canst believe, all things 
are possible to him that believeth” (Mark 
9:23). 

4, Faith is a voluntary act of the will. 
Jesus said, “Believe,” “Have faith in 
God.” Why should men be condemned 
for not believing, or having faith in God, 
if it were not their own fault that they 
have no faith? 

5. The progress of God’s will being 
done in our own hearts and lives, and of 
our service among others, depends on our 
faith in God. Faith in one inspires or en- 
courages faith in others, and a coldness 
or lack of faith in some may hinder the 
faith of others. A good spiritual message 
from God’s Word, a ringing testimony, 
prayer or song, are all means of building 
faith in others. It is good that the min- 
ister or teacher look to the building-up 
of the faith of all. Some one has said, 
“Talk faith, think faith, act faith.” 

6. Faith is likened to a shield suffici- 
ent to protect in any attack of the ene- 
my. “Above all, taking the shield of 
faith, wherewith ye shall be able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the wicked.”

All I 
did was get them willing to trust God 
and the Lord healed her and made her 
to walk. If she continues in faith and 
obedience to God she will keep walking. 

Space will not allow me to tell all the 
wonderful things that have taken place 
on this trip but I will go to Herman, 
Minn, An old lady, eighty-two years old, 
had not walked in seventeen years with- 
out a crutch and cane. On the seventh 
day of this month, June, I had service. 
This old sister came for prayer. I just 
took her cane from her and told her to 
come on and walk and she began to 
walk and said it hurt her leg, so I laid 
hands on her and the pain left and she 
started walking. She just wanted to keep 
walking. I told her to go and sit down 
and she said, ““Can’t I stand up?” She 
was so overjoyed because she could walk 
without those crutches, she didn’t want 
to sit down. 


On the eighth I preached at Wahpeton,

so little opposition, that we are not able 
to appreciate fully the fruitions of 
Christianity. The cross needs to precede 
the crown. Dear saint, -hold on to God 
for only the cross-way leads home. If it 
means sorrow and suffering to go all the 
way with Christ, may our God give us 
the courage, faith, and love, not to fail 
Him while passing through our Gethse- 
manes. 

Third, the next thing we want to 
notice is that these souls were conscious. 
Many people take Solomon’s statement 
when he said, “The dead know not any 
thing” (Eccl. 9:5), and again when he 
said, ‘There is no work, nor device, nor 
knowledge, nor wisdom in the grave 
whither thou goest” (Eccl. 9:10). By 
taking these verses alone, we would have 
to conclude that some people were right 
and that the Bible contradicts itself, bur, 
thank God, the Bible does not contradict 
itself. We must hear Solomon more on 
this subject. 

“Then shall the dust (our fleshiy 
body) return to the earth as it was: and 
the spirit shall return unto God who gave 
it” (Eccl. 12:7). The same Solomon has 
fully explained what he had said before 
on this subject. Solomon here teaches 
that man consists of two parts, the dust 
being one part and the spirit the other. 
Only the dust part returns to the earth, 
is put into the grave, and surely the dead 
part knows nothing, for there is no 
knowledge in the grave. In other words, 
the dead body, that part that is put into 
the grave, knows absolutely nothing, but 
there is a part, the spirit, that was never 
dead, neither was ever buried, for it re- 
turns to God who gave it, and that spirit 
part that returned to God is conscious and 
does have knowledge. We can now all 
the more appreciate the word “cemetery.” 
“Ceme” means the same as “semi”— 
half—and “tery” comes from the Latin 
“terra,” meaning “earth,” making the 
whole word “cemetery” mean “half 
earth.” In other words, the graveyard is 
called cemetery because only half of the 
man is buried there. 

Then the same word “cemetery” not 
only means that half of the man is bur- 
ied there, but it also means there is an- 
other half not buried there, and that is 
the spirit part that returned to God. 
Therefore, Solomon was right when he 
said, ‘The dead know not any thing.” 
But we must remember that only the 
body, the dust part, is dead. Again, Solo- 
mon was right when he said, “There is 
no knowledge in the grave,” but be it 
eternally remembered that only the earth 
half, the physical body, was put into the 
grave, and certainly it knows nothing. 
That part that is not dust, but is spirit, 
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never died, was never buried, bur re- 
turned to God, and that spirit or soul 
part, is conscious, talks, is talked to, re- 
members, and, thank God, wears clothes. 

Let us look at these souls under the 
altar just for a few words. They were 
saying, ‘““How long, O Lord, holy and 
true, dost thou not judge and avenge our 
blood on them that dwell on the earth.” 
When we think of those souls under the 
altar crying to God to avenge their blood, 
it makes me think of the terrible things 
that are coming on the world when God 
begins to avenge the blood of His saints. 

Notice, ““And white robes were given 
unto every one of them.” This shows 
that souls, the spirit part, as Solomon 
calls them, are real forms, though not 
physical and can wear garments. Souls are 
more than imaginations, more than air, 
more than nothingness. They are real en- 
tities, creatures that move, have their 
beings in the spirit world, which, accord- 
ing to Heb. 12:22-24, are not as far 
away as some think. 

Another thought here is, they could be 
talked to. “It was said unto them, that 
they should rest yet for a little season, 
until their fellowservants also, and their 
brethren, that should be killed as they 
were, should be fulfilled.” It seems from 
the reading that there were others to be 
killed, and not until the martyr lise was 
completed would God avenge any of 
them. Please notice in the answer given in 
the foregoing, that they were told to 
“rest,” showing souls can rest. 

Before leaving the subject concerning 
the existence of saints after death, we 
feel we must give you more scripture on 
this subject, so please carefully read the 
following: ‘“‘The righteous perisheth, and 
no man layeth it to heart: and merciful 
men are taken away, none considering 
that the righteous is taken away from the 
evil to come. He shall enter into peace: 
they shall rest in their beds, each one 
walking in his uprightness” (Isa. 57:1, 
2). Here we are told that the righteous 
dead do THREE THINGS. First, being 
taken away by death from the evil to 
come, they enter peace. Second, they rest 
in their beds, Third, they walk in their 
uprightness. This description of the 
righteous dead agrees perfectly with that 
we have studied in the sixth chapter of 
Revelation, for there they rested and here 
they rest; there they functioned in right- 
eousness and here they walk in their up- 
rightness. These good, dead people enter 
peace and rest, and walk in uprightness. 
If they enjoy peace and rest, and walk in 
uprightness, it is certainly true that they 
are conscious that they walk, therefore, 
we look through a keyhole, as it were, at 
the righteous dead and find them happi- 
ly engaged. Praise the Lord. 

Now we will take a look through an- 
other keyhole at the wicked dead and we 
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find them conscious also and actively en- 
gaged in their world time wickedness. 
“This is an evil among all things that 
are under the sun, that there is one event 
unto all: yea, also the heart of the sons of 
men is full of evil, and madness is in their 
heart while they live, and after that they 
go to the dead” (Eccl. 9:3). Here we are 


told that wicked people are MAD 
while they live and are MAD _ when 
they go to the dead. If a person is 


mad after death, he necessarily has to be 
conscious. Some people think that the 
worst of people are made better, even re- 
made, by death, but this scripture shows 
that this is not true. It shows that the 
heart full of wickedness here is also full 
of it after death. Therefore, it does not 
do a man any good to kill him. As 
President Lincoln said, “A person with a 
mean disposition in this world will be 
just as mean in the next world, just as 
bad after death as before.” Because a 
person dies does not mean he has gone tu 
glory. He has entered into the spirit world 
to be just as mean as he was in this life. 

I trust some one will be benefited by 
this lesson about the souls under the altar. 
I fear some times we as a people are be- 
coming so humanized that we are losing 
sight of the altar. May the Lord help us.
